one iuartermastersergeant four sergeants-

Then follows the special instruction to
the destination and service of the company
The order is signed by L THOMAS Adjut-
antGeneraL

The company under Col R T BURTON
performed thirty days service clearing the

iy Governor FULLER-

At different times also the Mormons
